Father ReGor, 


Et not the Damp of Aſtoniſhment ſeize upon 

your ardent and zealous Soul in apprehend- 

ing the ſudden and unexpected call of a Parlia- 

ment : We have not oppoſed but rather furthered 

it, ſothat we hope as much in this Parliament as 
ever we feared any in Queen Flizabeths days. 

You muſt know the Council is engaged to affiſt 
the King by way of Prerogative, in caſe the Par- 
liamentary way ſhould fail. You ſhall ſee this 
Parliament will reſemble the Pelican, which takes 
a pleaſure with her beak to dig out her own 
Bowells. 

The EleGtion of Knights and Burgeſles hath been 
in ſuch confuſion of apparent Faction, as that 
which we were wont to procure heretofore with 
much art and pany ud bona the Spaniſh match 
was in treaty) now b out naturally as a botch 
or boyle, and ſpits and ſpues out its own rancour 
and venome,

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You remember how that famous and immortal 
Stateſman the Count of Gondamonr ted King James 
his fancy , and rocked him afleep with the ſoft 
| {weet ſound of Peace, to keep up the _ Trei- 
| ty. Likewiſe we were much bound to ſome Stateſ- 
| men of our own Country, for gaming time by pro- 
curing thoſe molt advantagious Ceflations of Arms 
| - in the Palatinate , and advancing the honor and

And it is to be feared leſt they ſhould negotiate 


a reconciliation between the Duke and the Parli- 
ament. Tis certain the Duke would gladly have 
reconciled him(clf to the Parliament at Oxford : 
But now we aſſure our ſelves we have fo handled 
the matter, that both Duke and Parliament are 
rreconcileable. 

For the better prevention of the Puritans, the 
Arminians have already locked up the Dukes ears ;

i" But to return unto the main Fabrick : Our foun- 
dation 1s Arminianiſme 3; the Armimans and Pro- 
jefors, asit appears in the premiſes affe&t muta- 
tion 3 this we ſecond and enforce by probable Ar- 
guments.

well paid : what havock will they make there, when 
they get no pay, or are not duly paid ? They will 
do more mi{chiet then we hope the Army will do. 
Weare provident and carefull, that this Merce- 
nary Army of 2c00 Horſe and 20000 Foot, ſhall 
be taken on, and in pay before the Exciſe be ſet- 
led. In Forming the Exciſe, the Country is 
molt likely to riſe : If the Mercenary Army fub- 
jugate the Country, then the Souldiers and Pro- 
jeors ſha!l be paid out of the Confiſcations ; If 
the Country be too hard for the Souldiers, then 
they muſt conſequently mutiny, which is equally 
advantageous unto us. Our ſvperlative delign is to 
work the Proteſtants as well as the Catholicks to 
welcome in a Conquerour, and that is by this means: 
We hope inſtantly to diſſolve Trades, and hinder 
the building of Shipping, in deviſing probable de- 
ſigns, and putting on the State upon Expeditions, 
as that of Cadiz was, in taking away the Mer- 
chants Ships, ſo that they may not eafily catch and

R. 2, Let no Prince that is willing deſpair ; for 
it isan ealiething to change Religion; for when 
the common people are a while taken with novel- 
ties and diverſities of Religion, they will fit down 
and be a weary, and give up themieclves to their 
Rulers wills. | 

R. 3. The Doctors and leading Paſtors muſt be 
put out : but if that may be, all at once: bur if 
that cannot be, let it be by flow degrees, When 
the Leaders are down all will ſubmit. 

Here he pretends the examples of ſome Princes 
that expelled Lutheraniſme, and giveth his advice 
under the cover of inſtances : 

1. The purpoſe of changing Religion, and ex- 
rirpating Lutheraniſme, muſt be conceal'd, not but 
that ſome of the wiſer ſort may know it, but the 
people muſt not, leſt it ſhould move them. 

2. Some muſt be ſuborned to beg importunate- 
ly of the Prince for liberty to exerciſe their Re- 
ligion, and that with many and gentle words, that 


ſo 
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ſo the people may think the Prince 1s not inclined 
to novelty, but only to Lenity, and to a tender- 
ne{s for tender Coniciences and that he doth it 
not as from hi:mſclf: for the vulgar uſe to com. 
mend a Prince, that cannot deny the ſubjects their 
deſires, though they are ſuch as were fit to be 
denicd. 

3. One ortwo Churches only muſt be deſired 
at firſt, as being ſo ſmall a matter, that the people 
will not much regard, —— 

4. Whea the zeal of Profeſlours begins to riſe 
againſt the change, they are to be pacified by ad- 
mitting both parties to conference before the Go- 
vernours : 

5. Let there be a decree for pacification, that 
one party do not rail at the other, nor calummate 
them ; and ſo the errours that are to be brought in 
will have great advantage, when they are covered, 
and may not be contradicted, or ſomuch as na- 
med ; and fo the Rulers will be thought to be on- 
ly Lovers of peace, and not to intend a change of 
Religion, 

6. Next that, Let there be ſome publick dif- 
putation between the parties, but with ſome dif- 
advantage to them that are to be outed. 

7. Let all this be done, but on pretence that 
the ſeveral parties may be joyned lovingly toge- 
ther in peace : and when the Miniters retuſe this, 
let them be accuſed of unpeaceableneſs, and pride, 
and obſtinacy, and diſobedience againſt the Ma- 
giſtrate, and not for their Religion. 


8. When

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2, Whenit comes to the putting out of ſome 
Miniſters, and the people beg:n to petition for 
them, let the matter be carricd filently ; and in 
the mean time, let the people be told that it is be- 
cauſe thoſe Miniſters are heady obſtinate men, that 
the people may be perſwaded that the Minilters 
are faulty, and have deſerved it, and may be 
put only to delire liberty for the more peaceable 
men. 

9, When thus the people are deluded, and there 
is no danger of reſiſtance , then turn the Mini- 
[ters our of the Churches, and put in thoſe that 
you would ſet up in their {tead. 

Io. Thenchange the Univerlitics, and tell all 
the Fellows and Scholars, that they ſhall hold their 
place if they will turn, elſe not ; many will 
change Religion with the Rulers, 

11.Next he in(tanceth in Haſſzz,whcre the Prince 
pretended, that ,all the Profetlors and Miniſters 
places were void at the death of his Predeceſlor, 
and he had the diſpoſal of them by Law : 

12. And the change was there made (as he pre- 
tends) by {low degrees, one or two opinions only 
changed at the firſt, and not thewhole controverted 
part of the Religion; and ſo the people will think 
it but a ſmall matter to yicld in one or two opint- 
ons, and be eaſily brought to obey. 

13. Laſtly, They fall to writing againſt each 
other, and thoſe that have the Court-favor,ſeem to 
carry It. 

All this advice is about the third direction, that 
is, how to work out the Miniſters ſafely, which he 
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covers under pretended inſtances of ſuch as have 
changed Religion in Germany, 

4, The fourth Rule is, To put out of honours, 
dignitics, and publique offices, all thoſe that are 
molt adverſe to Popery ; it 1s but juſt that thoſe 
that hinder the fatety of the Common-wealth 
ſhould be deprived of the Honours and Riches of 
the Common-wealth. If men are depoſed for 
heinous crimes, Why not for Blaſphemy and con- 
tempt of truth? If thoſe of a contrary Religion 
be left in honour and power, they will be able to 
croſs the Prince in many things, and encourage the 

ople of their own Religion. 

5. The fifth Rule is, That when a Hereſic is 
wholly to be rooted out ; and this muſt be done 
by degrees, and in a way of reaſon, and cannot 
be done by meer command and power : then you 
mult firſt fall on thoſe opinions that the common 
people are molt againſt, and which you can quick- 
ly make them think abſurd. So he inſtanceth in 
ſome that would work out Lutheraniſme,, that 
ſpeak honourably of Lather, and fell on them only 
under the name of Flaccians; fo the Arminians at 
Utrecht when they would extirpate Calviniſme, 
made a decree, that no man ſhould Preach any 
thing that ſeemed to make God the Author of fin. 
Thus a Magiſtrate that would bring in Popery mult 
full upon ſuch heinous opinions which the impu- 
dent themſelves are half aſhamed of, and bring 
theſe into the light that they may be odious, and 
{othe teachers will loſe all their Authority, when 
the people ſee that they are taken in a manifelt 
fault. 6. The 
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6. The ſixth Ruleto bring in Popery and abo- 
liſh the Proteſtant Religion, is, to make uſe of 
the Proteſtants contentions. How ealie it is (faith 
he) in England to bring the Puritans into order, if 
they be forced to approve of Biſhops, or to reduce 
the Puritans in the Low-Countries, it the Prince 
adhere to the Arminians for the varietic of Opi- 
nions makes them doubtful , that before ſeemed 
certain : ſo that when the Magiſtrate joyneth with 
one ſide he calily overturns the other, and leaves 
the whole obnoxious, as Paxl did by the difſention 
betwcen the Phariſees and Saduces, joyning to 
one ſide, he eſcaped. This ( faith he )I would prin- 
cipally perſwade an Orthodox Magiſtrate to, for 
he may with as much advantage make uſe of the 
Proteltants diſagreements,as of thePapilts con:ord, 
to extirpate Proteſtants : As in Wars, it is not only 
the skill and ſtrength of the General, but often alſo 
the careleſneſs of the enemy , or his miſtake, that 
give very great advantages for ſuccels. When 
rigid Calviniſme was aſſaulted by the Lutherans 
in the heat of the paroxiſm, it was exaſperated, 
and the ſudden reſtraint did much hurt : But now 
the Arminians have of their own accord let go the 
hardeſt part of their rigor , and judge the Calvi- 
niſts to be impious, and perſecute them in the very 
Umverlity, and in other Towns they force them 
to baniſhment, and would venture to do more and 
crueller things, if they were not afraid of the 
ſtrength of the adverſe party. Verily if Prince 
Maurice alone did but ſtand for the Arminians, the 


rigor of the Contraremonſtants would flag or be 
broken. 7. The 
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”, The ſeventh Rule is, to forbid the Pro- 
teftants privately or publiquely to aſſemble toge- 
ther.” 

8. The cighth degree muſt be, to proceed to fe- 
verity of Laws and puniſhments: Here he endea- 
vours to prove this violence lawfull, but this yio- 
lence though it muſt be for the change of all, need 
not be exerciſed on all; cut off the Leaders, and 
the multicude will follow the Authority of the 
Rulers; ſhame will retain ſome, and fear others, 
but a vain ſecurity will prevail with moſt when 
they know not how to helpit, Within theſe few 
years, above an hundred thouſand have been turned 
to Popery in France, and more in Germazy , not 
any of the Princes of Germazy that did indeavour_ 
to draw over -his people to the Catholicks did 
ever find any force or reſiſtance contrary to his 
Laws. Note this all you flanderous Papiſts, that 
accuſe Proteſtants ſo much of Rebelion to hide . 
your own, here's a Jeſuits teſtmmony on Record for 
our vindication.

8raxel Inter- 
nuncio's,De Vecchii,and Roſpiglioſs,and of the Roman 
Cardingls de profaganda faezbur proſecuted the Sub- 
ſcribers'of it for theſe twelve years (eſpecially for 
theſe fix laſt) with continual Monitories, Citations, 
A — Excommunications , Denunciations , 
and even publick affixing or poſting of them, and 
have perſecuted and hunted them almoſt to death, 
for no other cauſe, but for profeſiing Allegiance to 
his Majeſty.
